Chinese territo ry o f the zo ne o f ho s­ 
tilities. 
It Is the seco nd time Secre­ 
tary Hay in a friendly spirit has urged 
o n China the advantages which a strict 
o bservatio n o f neutrality ho lds, no t 
o nly fo r her peo ple, but fo r the rem ain­ 
der o f the wo rld. 
China is the o ne subject o f co nversa­ 
tio n in diplo matic circles. At the state 
departm ent Sir Mo rtimer Durand, the 
British ambassado r, had a lo ng co n­ 
versatio n with Mr. Lo o mis, who is act­ 
ing secretary o f state w’hile Mr. Hay 
is co nfined to his ho use by a co ld. 
Sho rtly after Sir Mo rtimer left, Baro n 
Bussche. the German charge d'affaires, 
saw Mr. Lo o mis fo r a few minutes o n 
the same subject.
